POULTRY COURSE 


COLUMPUS, O., Dec. 15—An 


opportunity for Ohio poultry keep- 
ers to get a thorough knowledge 
of poultry management will be of- 
fered by Ohio State University in 
a poultry short course to be given 
January 19 to 31. The course will 
be given by the department of 
poultry husbandry. 


It will consist of an organized 


study of all phases of the poultry 
business. It will include both lec- 
tures and laboratory practice from 
8 a. m., to 4 p. m., daily, except 
Sunday. 


Instruction will be given in eight 


phases of poultry husbandry. They 
are: 
incubation 
and 
brooding, 


housing 
and 
fixtures, 
feeding 


chicks and laying hens, selection 
for egg production, selection and 
care of the breeding flock, mar- 
keting of poultry products, sanita- 
tion and disease, and poultry man- 
agement. 


Besides the scheduled 
classes, 


conferences with members of the 
poultry husbandry faculty can be 
arranged. If enough students de- 
sire, night lectures by other mem- 
bers of the agriculture faculty may 
be arranged later. 


The only charge will be a fee 


of $4 for the course. It is estimat- 
ed that $30 will cover room, board 
and books for the two weeks. Reg- 
istration for the course will be held 
Monday, January 19, in Townsend 
Hall on the campus. 
The course 


will be in charge of Prof. E. L. 
Dakan and other members of the 
poultry husbandry staff.
